upon the sloping system as we see it 
exemplified in the copies Is as likely to 
lack character. 
Some believe that w hatever system s 
they m ay be taught character and in­ 
dividuality are bound to come later, 
as the child developes and his condi­ 
tions change and that Inevitably and 
unconsciously each person is bound to
